CULTURAL  DIRLCTIOMM 

Cacti  do  well  in  any  soil  containing  lime.  They  must  have  perfect  drain¬ 
age.  They  should  never  be  set  in  glazed  or  glass  container.  They  can  be  watered 
often  if  given  good  drainage,  but  should  have  a  rest  period  of  from  two  to  three 
months  each  year,  during  which  time  they  should  have  but  very  little  water. 
Give  plenty  of  light  but  protect  from  direct  sunlight  in  summer  time.
